COMMENTARY ON THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION IN EASTERN AFRICA 


John 0 Donohue 


The Association of Theological Institutions in Eastern Africa (ATIEA) 





The Association continues to attract interest and support 
from its twenty-odd member institutions, and enquiries about 
membership are pending from a number of other institutions. 
The Annual Staff Institutes, held in April, are well-attended 
and lively occasions and the B.D. programme is being watched 
with interest. So far three colleges participate in this 
programme: St Paul's, Limuru, Kenya; Mekane Yesus Seminary, 
Addis Ababa; and Bishop Tucker College, Mukono, Uganda. The 
newly-formed East African Association for Theological Educa- 
tion by Extension recently became a member of ATIEA, and 
there is some evidence of growing interest in theological ed- 
ucation by extension in this part of Africa. 


Ethiopia 


Holy Trinity Theological College, mentioned by Desmond Tutu 
in his area survey in the 1974 T.E.F. Directory, p.170, is no 
longer functioning, and the only two theological colleges for 
which information is available are Mekane Yesus Seminary, 
Addis Ababa, and Adigrat Major Seminary in Tigray, Northern 
Ethiopia. 


In spite of some critical moments in 1982, Mekane Yesus Semi- 
nary continues to function and to produce pastors for the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in Ethiopia. A sizeable propor- 
tion of the staff is Scandinavian and North American. Stu- 
dents are taught theology in the German Pietistic tradition. 
Recent developments have had an effect on education in 
Ethiopia, and students have difficulty in coping with a theo- 
logical course conducted in English. They persevere, how- 
ever, and the seminary continues to present candidates of 
varying quality for the ATIEA B.D. degree. The staff is well 
represented at Association meetings, and there is an effort 
towards greater ecumenical openness. 


Adigrat Seminary caters for candidates for the Catholic 
priesthood in the Ethiopian rite. The seminary suffers from 
its isolation in a remote and disturbed part of the country. 














Sudan 


Bishop Gwynne Theological College trains Anglican pastors for 
the Christian ministry in the Southern Sudan. It was founded 
at Yea in 1939 by members of the Church Missionary Society, 
and, after a number of moves, finally settled at Mundri, some 
distance from Juba, in 1948. The college was completely de- 
stroyed in 1965. Students returned in 1975. The college is 
an active member of ATIEA, and hopes shortly to be able to 
present candidates for the Makerere Diploma in Theology. The 
courses given in the college have a strong pastoral emphasis, 
and part of the students' training consists of a period in a 
parish, where study is continued "by extension." The Exten- 
sion programme is active, and occupies all the energy of a 
full-time member of the college staff. The language of in- 
struction in the college is English, and this is a problem 
for some students. The theological stance of the college is 
Evangelical. No information is available about any initia- 
tives towards a Muslim-Christian dialogue. 


A Roman Catholic Seminary opened recently in Bussere, Wau. 
No information about this institution is available. 


Uganda 


In spite of continuing disturbances in the country, the 
Anglican Bishop Tucker College at Mukono, and the Roman Cath- 
olic Seminary at Ggaba, with its feeder institutions of 
Katigondo and Alokolum, continue to operate. They receive 
support from the Department of Religious Studies of Makerere 
University, which awards an external Diploma in Theology, 
taken by all these colleges. Bishop Tucker College will 
present its first candidates for the ATIEA B.D. in 1983, and 
Ggaba Seminary has plans for presenting candidates for the 
B.D. of the Urbanianum University, Rome. 


The majority of the population of Uganda belongs either to 
the Anglican or the Roman Catholic Church. Other churches 
are present in the country, but they have not attracted large 
numbers of adherents. The antagonism between Protestants and 
Catholics, which has been a deplorable feature of life in 
Uganda since the 1890s, continues unabated. It is regretted 
by some educated members of both churches, but no one knows 
how to reduce it, and ecumenical ventures, like the Joint 
Christian Council, have come to nothing. Closer cooperation 
between the staffs and students of Bishop Tucker College and 
Ggaba Seminary would be a contribution towards the resolution 
of a scandalous situation. There is already a measure of 
such cooperation in the meetings of ATIEA, which are 
faithfully attended by representatives of both institutions. 


Kenya 


Kenya remains the favourite East African resort for Christian 
communities of every description. The principal centres of 














theological education are St Paul's, Limuru, which accepts 
students from a number of non-Catholic denominations, and St 
Thomas Aquinas' Seminary, Nairobi, for candidates for the Ro- 
man Catholic priesthood. St Augustine's, Bungoma, is a feed- 
er institution for St Thomas Aquinas'. 


St Paul's, Limuru, offers courses at various levels to cater 
for the different needs of its students. Some are presented 
for the ATIEA degree. Some students from St Thomas Aquinas' 
are presented for the B.D. of the Urbanianum University, 
Rome. 


Kima Theological College, Maseno, caters for the Church of 
God and Mennonite candidates, and Scott Theological College, 
Machakos, for members of the Africa Inland Church. In addi- 
tion, there are numerous small Bible Schools, and the 
Anglican Church has centres for Theological Education by Ex- 
tension in Eldoret, Kerugoya, Kisumu, Nairobi, and Nakuru. 
Much of the theological education provided by colleges in 
Kenya is strongly biblical and Evangelical, and some of the 
smaller schools, but not only they, resist association with 
what they see as dangerously liberal institutions. 


Kima Theological College is showing growing interest in 
ATIEA, of which it is a member, and the Seventh Day Adventist 
University College in Eldoret recently applied for member- 
ship. 


Independent African Churches flourish in Kenya, and they at- 
tempt to provide theological education for their leaders. A 
full-time secretary for OAIC/TEE is supported by the 
Programme Agency of the United Presbyterian Church, USA. The 
World Council of Churches helped make the arrangements, and 
helps to support the programme. 


The proliferation of Christian communities in Kenya is seen 
by some as evidence of religious vitality, and by others as a 
deplorable fragmentation of the Body of Christ. There is 
some communication between the main Christian bodies, but it 
cannot be said that the ecumenical spirit is flourishing. 
Many church leaders are much more concerned about preserving 
the identity of their own community than about cultivating 
friendly relations with other churches.  ATIEA remains a use- 
ful forum in which teachers and students of different tradi- 
tions can communicate. 


The Department of Religious Studies in the University of 
Nairobi gives some support to theological education in 

Kenya by awarding a Certificate in Religious Studies which is 
taken by candidates from many of the main centres of theolog- 
ical education in the-country. The department has, however, 
so far refused to accept responsibility for the administra- 
tion of the Certificate, and all three secretaries up to the 
present have been foreigner volunteers. In 1983 a Kenyan 
lecturer from Kenyatta University College has taken over as 
Certificate Secretary, and will receive a modest honorarium. 

















The Department of Philosophy and Religious Studies of Kenyatta 
University College is a member of ATIEA. It offers courses 
in Holy Scripture and Church History. 


Tanzania 


The principal centres of theological education in Tanzania 
are run by the Lutheran and Roman Catholic churches. Smaller 
colleges are run by Anglicans, Baptists, and Moravians. 


The Lutheran College at Makumira, near Arusha, offers a 
degree-level course in theology, leading to its own B.D. 
award. Peramiho Seminary presents candidates for the B.D. 
degree of the Urbanianum University, Rome, but the other 
Roman Catholic seminaries are still seeking a formula which 
will enable them to offer their students a public qualifica- 
tion. All the major colleges and seminaries in Tanzania suf- 
fered as a result of their withdrawal from the Makerere Di- 
ploma in Theology programme, occasioned by the breakdown in 
communications between Tanzania and Uganda in 1979. 


The ecumenical climate is better in Tanzania than in Uganda 
and Kenya. Mutual suspicion and the competitive spirit have 
far from disappeared, but there are hopes for a brighter fu- 
ture: there is a promising Lutheran-Roman Catholic Extension 
programme, operated from Oldonyosambu, near Arusha; there has 
been staff exchange between the Moravian College in Mbeya and 
the Roman Catholic Peramiho Seminary; and there are good re- 
lations beween the Moravians and the Roman Catholics in 
Tabora. The Lutheran College at Makumira displays ecumenical 
openness. The main cleavage in general seems to be between 
the Roman Catholics on one hand and, on the other, the vari- 
ous Protestant bodies, which seem to find it easier to work 
together. An Anglican-sponsored Committee for Swahili Text- 
books produces Evangelical literature in simple language. 
There is also a committee for a new Swahili translation of 
the Bible in which Roman Catholics too are very active. 


The recent emphasis on Swahili in education in Tanzania has 
led to a decline in the standard of English, and this has had 
an impact on the quality of theological education which, at 
the higher levels, has still to be conducted in English. 


There is still no sign of the long-awaited Department of Re- 
ligious Studies in the University of Dar-es-Salaam. 


Zambia 


The United Church of Zambia Theological College at Kitwe is 
an active member of ATIEA, and it presents candidates for the 
Makerere Diploma in Theology. There are new Roman Catholic 
seminaries at Kabwe and Lusaka, but no details about these 
institutions are available. There is no Department of Reli- 
gious Studies in the University of Lusaka. 


The various training institutions and programmes in Malawi, 














Zambia, and Zimbabwe have recently formed the Association of 
Central African Christian Theological Institutions. The 
Chairperson is Dr Denis M'Passou, P.0.Box 21493, Kitwe, 
Zambia. 








THE ASSOCIATION OF CHRISTIAN LAY CENTRES IN AFRICA

Following some early Courses for Leaders of Lay Training 
(CLLTs) held in Europe and in which representatives of Chris- 
tian Centres in Africa participated, the need for a closer 
relationship between these centres within the African conti- 
nent was felt and clearly articulated. In 1970, a meeting of 
these centres surveyed the rapid social change of scene in 
which exciting opportunities and bitter tragedies were 
interwoven. It also assessed the mission response of the 
churches and the role which the lay centres could play in 
these. They finally decided to bring into being the Associa- 
tion of Christian Lay Centres in Africa (ACLCA). 


The purpose of the association, according to the constitu- 
tion and as borne out in the history of the past decade has 
been the promotion of contacts between the centres in Africa 
for the purpose of sharing, common planning, joint leadership 
education, staff exchange, production of materials, advisory 
service, ecumenical involvement, etc. Over twenty-five 
centres have been in active membership from one time to an- 
other. They are spread all over the continent in the follow- 
ing countries: Ghana, Benin, Nigeria, Cameroon, Egypt, 
Ethiopia, Kenya, Uganda, Tanzania, Zaire, Zambia, Malawi, 
Madagascar, Lesotho, and South Africa. 


Towards the end of the '70s, political developments in South 
Africa and in Ethiopia have limited the active participation 
of member centres in those countries. Communication proved 
difficult in such cases. Most centres in South Africa were 
banned by the government. These developments have been noted 
as part of the "bitter tragedies" interwoven with "exciting 
opportunities" in which the association was earlier born. 


The sponsorship of the different centres falls into three 
clear categories. Most of the centres were founded by indi- 
vidual denominations. Then there are those which were estab- 
lished by National Christian Councils (e.g. Limuru, Dodoma, 
Ibadan). A few others are under an independent ecumenical 
foundation (e.g. Mindolo, CARE-CANS (Ibadan) and Chilema 
which were opened in 1965 by Presbyterians and Anglicans, but 
in 1971 these were joined on the Governing Board by the 
Churches of Christ and the Catholic Church. A fourth category 
is better identified for the sake of record and as a pointer 
to a possibility which may be explored and encouraged: the 














member centre in Ethiopia was the YMCA Conference and Lay 
Training Centre though it has now been taken over by the gov- 
ernment. 


The programme emphasis of the different centres varies rough- 
ly according to their different sponsorship. Denominational 
centres give more attention to church renewal programmes than 
others, with courses and seminars on such subjects as Sunday 
School work, stewardship education, etc., though not exclu- 
sively. Others have been given a mandate for direct society- 
related programmes of study, research and community develop- 
ment. However, a convergence of interests and concerns has 
been noted of late since those who give primary attention to 
church-related programmes now include rural, agricultural or 
vocational training, and those who started from the side of 
society now run courses and practical experiments on Evange- 
lism and Culture, or on Management courses for Church Admin- 
istrators. 


Thus, courses being run in the different centres range from 
In-Service Training courses towards Church Leadership Develop- 
ment, through Community Living courses, and Explorative So- 
cial Concerns courses, Clergy seminars and conferences, Sun- 
day School Teachers' courses, Church Youth Leaders’ courses, 
Administration and Bookkeepers’ courses, Social and Parish 
Workers' courses, Christian Education Leadership Development 
courses, Church Music courses, Evangelism and Christian 
Stewardship courses, Church and Communication (Mass Media) 
courses, Home Economics, Nutrition programmes, Catering and 
Hotel Management courses, Rural Development courses, Church 
in Industry courses, and consultations on Church and Society, 
etc. 


In the light of this given diversity and the emerging conver- 
gence, the association has come to recognize that if the 
centres are to be dynamic agents of both church renewal and 
social change, special attention will have to be paid to con- 
textual theology and educational methodology, including: 

- analysis and methods of the learning process 

- methods of studying social problems 

- programming methodology and strategies 

- adult education methods 


- theological education by extension (TEE) on high aca- 
demic levels 


- evaluation of methods, etc. 


Because the centres are not tied down to a fixed curriculum, 
it is possible to make explorations into new areas of Contex- 
tual Theology. Sub-regional task forces are working on Evan- 
gelism and Culture, and on the Theology and Methods of Social 

















Development. A syllabus for African Christian Education has 
been developed to be administered on the methodology of TEE. 
This syllabus makes a welcome use of related publications of 
the World Council of Churches, and thus becomes at the same 
time an exercise in ecumenical education. 


The ACLCA is a member of a World Collaboration Committee of 
Christian Lay Centres, Academies and Movements for Social 
Concern. Under the auspices of this Collaboration Committee, 
a world consultation on "Doing Theology in the Struggles of 
People: New Life in Christ" was held in Ibadan, Nigeria, in 
July 1982. A previous consultation in which the association 
collaborated was on "Solidarity in Mission: People struggling 
to be People." Efforts are being made to discover and devel- 
op methods of Bible Study relevant to modern social realities 
and to the promotion of both Intercultural and Oral Theology. 
ACLCA may thus be able to make a contribution to the develop- 
ment of Missiology as a viable area of Religious Studies in 
Africa. 


The association is not unaware of the changes which have tak- 
en place in the theology of the laity during the past decade, 
and of the fact that its centres now serve both clergy and 
"lay." The original name is, however, still kept with the 
understanding and renewed determination that its programmes 
have to fashioned to promote a continuing education of the 
whole people (laos) of God towards church renewal and social 
transformation. 
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THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION IN CENTRAL AFRICA 
D. M'Passou 


The development of theological education in Central Africa 
(Malawi, Mozambique, Zambia, and Zimbabwe) in the last ten 
years has not been as good as one would have liked to see. 
The seven-year war in Zimbabwe brought the progress to almost 
a standstill and the advent of a Marxist government in 
Mozambique slowed down the progress until the churches were 
convinced they can live and work within such a society. 


The setting up of a Joint Diploma in Theology Board in 

Malawi, the building of St. Peter's Senior Seminary for Roman 
Catholics at Zomba, and the joint efforts by Presbyterians and 
Anglicans to establish a joint Zomba Theological College are 
encouraging developments in Malawi. 


In Zambia, negotiations for the establishment of a joint 
Theological Seminary have celebrated a tenth anniversary 
without bearing the expected results. But bilateral arrange- 
ments between the Anglican Church in Zambia and the United 
Church of Zambia have led to the former admitting their 
ordinands to the United Church of Zambia Theological College. 
At first this was said to be a trial arrangement, but the 
Anglicans are now talking of building their own houses and 
hostel for students, so the arrangement is likely to be 
permanent with one or two other churches likely to follow 
suit. 


Meanwhile the Joint Theological Seminary Committee have come 
up with the problem, i.e. the fact that the Zambian churches 
alone would not produce ordinands in sufficient numbers to 
justify the setting up of a Joint Seminary of higher theolog- 
ical education. When the idea was first mooted, the Roman 
Catholics were to be part of the scheme, and the same problem 
was expressed by Anglicans, who actually closed their St. 
John's Seminary because it was becoming too expensive to run 
as there were too few students - although compared with other 
colleges in the country St. John's had more students than 
any one of them except the Catholics. Now that the Roman 
Catholics are no longer interested in the joint Seminary pro- 
ject, the question of an insufficient number of prospective 
students has been aggravated. 


A survey carried out to assess the viability of the project 
revealed that of all the students in all the Protestant col- 
leges --98 in all-- only 15 had the academic qualifications 
that would be required to embark on a degree course. The 














Committee then suggested two alternatives. Either to invite 
the other neighbouring countries to participate in the joint 
venture to make it viable, or to carry out the project on a 
smaller scale, using already existing facilities at Mindolo 
for a trial period until it has been proved that enough stu- 
dents are forthcoming. The former suggestion seems to be a 
more realistic one. 


Other developments in Zambia are that the Theological College 
of Central Africa (Evangelical) in Ndola announced its plans 
to embark on a degree course. 


On the Roman Catholic side the establishment of St. Dominic's 
Senior Seminary in Lusaka has improved the theological educa- 
tional facilities of the Catholic Church. On the ecumenical 
front, Mindolo Ecumenical Foundation introduced last year a 
post-ordination, in-service, three-year theological diploma 
course. Consideration is being given to the possibility of 
Mindolo offering a post-ordination degree course at 
Pan-African level. 


In Zimbabwe the Anglican Church had to close their St. 
Barnabas' Training Centre because there were too few students 
for the economic running of the institute. The United Theo- 
logical College is steadily coming back to full operational 
capacity (due to the war situation the student body had 
dropped from over 60 to 20 in 1980, but it is now up to over 
half its full operational capacity). 


The Baptist Theological Seminary in Gwelo announced plans to 
start a degree programme; and the University of Zimbabwe, af- 
ter 26 years of existence, is now realizing the importance of 
theological education at degree level; their newly introduced 
B.A. and M.A. programmes will certainly improve theological 
education in Zimbabwe. 


In Mozambique, the Baptist and Nazarene theological training 

colleges are doing well, and the ecumenical seminary at 

Ricatla is even doing better. On account of their past links 

with the Portuguese colonialists, the Roman Catholics have 

had problems with the Marxist government in Mozambique, which 

have made their development of theological education rather 
cult. 


The universities of Malawi and Zambia have not as yet estab- 
lished full theological faculties, though the Chancellor Col- 
lege of the University of Malawi has a Department of Reli- 
gious Studies in operation, and some religious and 
philosophical studies.are offered at the University of 
Zambia. There have been talks of establishing faculties of 
theology, but these being government-sponsored universities, 
their priorities are not those of the churches; and money to 
establish new faculties is not readily available. The uni- 
versities would welcome meaningful initiatives from the 
churches. 














ACACTI appointed a Committee headed by Dr. Henry Muzorewa to 
study the whole question of accreditation and advanced theo- 
logical education, and to make recommendations. The matter 
is on the agenda for ACACTI's next general meeting. 


The predominance of expatriates among theological educators 
is also causing some concern, especially in Zambia and 
Malawi, where the situation has not improved in the last ten 
years. 











THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION IN WEST AFRICA

The West African Association of Theological Institutions 
MEN a ing ange 

Formal theological education in West Africa is provided by a 
number of institutions: university departments of theology 
(now almost everywhere called departments of religious stud- 
ies or departments for the study of religions); theological 
colleges and seminaries; Bible colleges; and lay training 
centres. Between them, these institutions train people for 
lay leadership in the church, and award certificates and di- 
plomas at varying levels; some award academic degrees from 
bachelor to doctorate level. A good number of the institu- 
tions are members of the West African Association of Theo- 
logical Institutions which was formed in 1973. The universi- 
ty departments are usually state institutions. These as well 
as some of the denominational seminaries take an academic 
and more liberal theological stance. Many of the seminaries 
are more evangelically inclined. 


WAATI has, through its annual conferences and business meet- 
ings, brought a good number of the institutions together. 
Academic papers, research reports, syllabus, etc. are pre- 
sented and discussed. Through this kind of sharing of expe- 
rience, there has been mutual enrichment. WAATI has encour- 
aged institutions to maintain their own specialties, while 
ensuring high academic standards. 


The WAATI forum helps remove ignorance, prejudice and suspi- 
cion about other institutions. The cooperation and mixing is 
a definite contribution to the growth of ecumenism especial- 
ly among theologians and seminaries in the five countries 
embraced by WAATI: Cameroon, Ghana, Liberia, Nigeria and 
Sierra Leone. 


Cameroon 


So far, only one institution - the Theological College of 
the Presbyterian Church in Cameroon at Nasos — Ts a member 
OT WAATI. Most of the institutions in Cameroon are in the 
French-speaking areas. They, therefore, belong to ASTHEOL 
(see page 174 of the Directory). Efforts are being made to 
get other institutions in the English-speaking areas to join 
WAATI. The College, founded some 100 years ago, offers a 4- 
year ministerial training programme leading to ordination. 
Courses include Biblical Studies, Ministry, Theology, Chris- 
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tian Education, Islam and African Society. The College has a 
staff development scheme under which Cameroonians are being 
trained for higher degrees. With WAATI support, the 
Programme for Theological Education (PTE) of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches has just approved a grant for the training 
of a member of the faculty at doctoral level. 


Many of the institutions in Cameroon offer courses for ordi- 
nation. A few offer courses leading to the Bac. Théol. e.g., 
the interdenominational Ecole de Théologie de Ndoungué, 
founded in 1947. The Faculté de neotogte protestante offers 
the Lic. Th. An arrangemen s being worked ou or the Fac- 
ulty to start a doctorate programme in conjunction with the 
two theological faculties in Zaire. Two schools, the Ecoles 
Bibliques de l'EELC in Garoua Boulai and in Tchollire op- 
erate TEE programmes in the Gbaya and Fulfulde (Fulani) lan- 
guages. The schools are sponsored by the American Lutheran 
Church and the Evangelical Lutheran Church in Cameroon. It is 
striking that local languages are the language of instruction 
in many theological institutions in the Cameroon. 


Ghana 


There are over twenty theological institutions in Ghana. 
Eight are members of WAATI. Two of these, the Department for 
the Study of Religions, University of Ghana, Legon and the 
Departmen’ cor RETS Tous Studies, Un versity of Cape Coast, 
offer academic courses for Bachelor as well as Master's de- 
grees. Legon offers the doctorate as well. Three of the semi- 
naries which offer pre-ordination courses, also prepare can- 
didates for the Legon External Diploma in the Study of Reli- 
gions. These are: Trinity College, Legon (Anglican, Method- 
ist, Presbyterian); St. ctor™s Major Seminary, Tamale 
(Catholic); and St. Peter's Regional Seminary, Pedu 
(Catholic). Christian Service tat ege, kimas, (Evangelical 
and some Independent Churches; not yet a WAATI member) also 
takes the Legon External Diploma. These diplomas are of the 
same standard as Legon's own internal Diplomas, taken mainly 
by prospective religious studies teachers. Both Trinity Col- 
lege and St. Victor's have proposals to offer courses leading 
to the Legon B.A. in Study of Religions. The University has 
approved the proposals in principle, and is looking at the 
details. The Evangelical Presbyterian Church Seminary, Peki, 
trains CatechTsts and other church workers. St. Nicholas 
Theologica] College, Cape Coast, was started some three years 
ago by e Anglicans to cater for their candidates who, owing 
to limited facilities at Trinity College, do not gain admis- 
sion. It intends presenting candidates for the Legon External 
Diploma. The Faculty of Education of the University of Cape 
Coast joined WAATI fo benefit from discussions on Religious 
Studies in higher institutions, and to offer the benefits of 


their research into curriculum development and the teaching 
of Religion in schools for which they prepare their students. 


Several other church-supported institutions are offering 
courses at various levels for their own church leaders - 














e.g. Assemblies of God Bible Institute, Kumbungu; Full Gos- 
el B e Ins ute, Tema; Southern ana Bible Institute, 

5 tpond; Ghana Baptist Seminary, Abuakwa; Ramseyer raining 
Centre, Abetiti; Freeman Co ege, Kumasi. 


Many other colleges offer both full-time and part-time 
courses for persons who want to prepare themselves for more 
effective Christian witness. These include Christian Service 


college; Maranatha Bible College, Accra; and Good News 
rain ng Inst ute, ccra. 


Colleges with a more evangelical stance include: Assemblies 
of God Bible Institute, Maranatha Bible Institute, Baptist 
Seminary and Christian Service College. x 


The Good News Training Institute, catering mainly for stu- 
dents with relatively low educational qualifications from 
the smallér Independent Churches, conducts a TEE programme 
with AEAM materials. Trinity College intends to go into TEE 
with the assistance of the Organization of African Indepen- 
dent Churches. The Musama Disco Christo Church has already 
subscribed to the Trinity programme for its pastors. 


Liberia 


Liberia has some eighteen institutions listed as offering 
Theological Education of one sort or another. Only four of 
these are active WAATI members: Cuttington College and Di- 
vinity School located in Gbarnga; arnga School of TheoTo- 
w eerta Baptist Theological Seminary, and St. Paul's 
Seminary. Except for St. Paul's, a € others offer Diplo- 
mas. Cattington presents candidates for the WAATI Diploma, 
and in addition awards B.S. and B.A. degrees. St. Paul's 
presents candidates for the Cuttington B.A. degree. St. 
Paul's is itself in the process of becoming accredited with 
Urbanianum University, Rome. Liberia Baptist Theological 
Seminary awards B.Th. and B.Rel.Ed. degrees. Gbarnga School 
of Theology has been working on a Government Charter to en- 
able it to award degrees. 


The Liberia Baptist Seminary runs a TEE centre. 


There is some need for staff development schemes to train 
nationals in the various institutions. 


The trend towards interdenominationalism should be encour- 
aged. With three institutions (Cuttington, GST and St. 
Paul's) situated within a few kilometers of each other, it 
should be possible for them to form a consortium and to 
agree on fields of specialization both in teaching and re- 
search, and in library development. Perhaps this is one area 
in which WAATI and CATI can offer some inspiration and mate- 
rial help. 














Nigeria 


Nigeria is the largest country in the WAATI Region. Not sur- 
prisingly, it has the largest number of theological institu- 
tions. The LWF Directory lists nearly fifty. The pattern of 
education offered, however, is not different. Institutions 
offer courses for ordinands as well as for non-ordinand 
church workers like evangelists and catechists. A notable 
feature in Nigeria is the large number of institutions 
offering courses for Religious Education teachers; these go 
all the way from non-Certificate courses through Certificate 
and Diploma to Bachelor programmes. Some of the Diplomas and 
Bachelors are awarded by or accredited with overseas insti- 
tutions e.g., Urbanianum University, Rome (for St. 
Augustine's Major Seminary, and Major Seminary of SS Peter 
and Paul), the Bible Institute of Los Angeles (for ECWA Sem- 
inary, Igbaja), the Southern Baptist School in Louisville, 
Kentucky (for Nigeria Baptist Theological Seminary). 


In recent years, however, with the promulgation of the law 
recognizing only degrees awarded by the National Universi- 
ties Commission, the trend has been for the non-university 
institutions to link with Nigerian universities for the 
award of their Diplomas and Bachelor degrees. 


In addition to existing Departments of Religious Studies, 
some universities also have Departments of Islamic Studies. 
Encouraged by this trend, the Nigerian Association for Reli- 
gious Studies and the WAATI Nigeria zone have initiated dis- 
cussions to press for the establishment of Departments of 
Christian Studies in some of the universities; they will 

give more in-depth courses in Christian life and teaching. 
At present such courses cannot be offered in the secular non- 
ministerial training university departments. 


In the meantime, many of the state universities have Depart- 
ments of Religious Studies: e.g., Ahmadu Bellor, Calabar, 
Ibadan, Ife, Ilorin, Jos, University of Nigeria, Nsukka. A 
few of the graduates from these TnstrtutTors go into full- 
time ministry of the church. The majority go into teaching. 
Colleges of Education set up for training teachers in vari- 
ous fields are also opening departments of Religious Stud- 
ies. 


A few of the seminaries have presented candidates for the 
WAATI Diploma and Degree. But the non-recognition of these 
certificates both by Nigerian universities and by the Feder- 
al Government has led to some waning in the initial enthusi- 
asm with which seminaries engaged in the programme. Never- 
theless, the programme has brought about a measure of stand- 
ardization of syllabuses and a rise in standards. One state 
government has recognized the WAATI Diploma and Degree. The 
University of Nsukka has recently accepted the WAATI Diploma 
for direct entry. We hope that other states and universities 
will do the same. 
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Many of the seminaries have high standards and offer Diplo- 
ma, B.A., B.D., or B.Th. For example, Bigard Memorial Semi- 
nary, Enugu, ECWA Seminaries, Igbaja and Jos, Immanuel Col- 
ege, Ibadan, Major Seminary of SS Peter and Paul, Ibadan, 
Nigeria Baptist Theologica eminary, Ogbomosho, St. 
Augustine's Major Seminary, Jos, Theological College of 
orthern eria, Bukuru, Trinit oTTege, Umuahia, United 
Missionary heo ogical ColTege, f orin. 

An encouraging trend in theological education in Nigeria is 
the increasing number of TEE programmes, and programmes 
aimed at offering non-formal theological education through 
"village projects," development education and renewal cours- 
es for pastors and Christian professionals. It is to be 
hoped that more and more institutions will go into this area 
to augment the pioneering efforts being made by institu- 
tions like the Obot Idim Lutheran Seminary, Uyo, the E 
Programme of the Brethren Church, the Centre of the Lu- 
theran Ch 


urch of Christ in Nigeria, Numan, and the Centre 
For Applied Religion and Education, Ibadan. TEM 


To establish and maintain very high standards in theological 
education in both universities and seminaries, the trend to 
proliferate needs to be halted. It is not easy to train 
teaching staff, develop libraries or even recruit the right 
calibre of students for the necessary healthy academic com- 
munity in too many places. Every university need not have a 
Department of Religious Studies, and every Department of Re- 
ligious Studies need not spread into all areas of theologi- 
cal studies, especially at higher degree level. Nor is it 
necessary for each individual church to have its own semi- 
nary. Let us see more joint, interdenominational seminaries. 
Let seminaries and Departments of Religious Studies concen- 
trate on selected areas and leave others to specialize in 
other aspects of theological education. 


Sierra Leone 


There are a very few institutions offering courses in theol- 
ogy in Sierra Leone. The Directory lists about eight. The 
oldest of them, Fourah Bay College Department of Theology, 
was founded in 1816. Its role in training ministers for var- 
ious churches throughout West Africa is well-known. In re- 
cent years, it has become a secular university department, 
and has shifted to religious studies. It nevertheless con- 
tinues to offer courses in most of the traditional Divinity 
Subjects. The Department runs a non-graduate Licence in The- 
ology, a B.A programme, and post-graduate programmes for the 
Dipl.Theol., M.A. and Ph.D. The Department has plans for a 
TEE programme. 


Sierra Leone Bible College, founded in 1964, is an interde- 
nominational evangelical institution and offers Certificate 
and Diploma courses. It is affiliated with London Bible col- 
lege. Since 1970, the College has been running a TEE 

Programme with AEAM materials. Theological Hall was founded 
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in 1975 to offer Chaplaincy and Certificate courses. The 
Hall presents candidates for the WAATI Diploma. It was pre- 
paring to start a TEE programme in 1983. Theological Hall is 
sponsored by the Sierra Leone Church (Episcopal, Methodist, 
United Methodist). 


Apart from the above institutions which are WAATI members, 
there are (i) the United Methodists' Reading Centre which 
offers a TEE-structured s year course whic Ts hoping 
to develop at the ecumenical level; (ii) the Assemblies of 


God own Evangel Bible College in Murraytown (a suburb of 
Freetown) which runs ploma and B.A. courses. 


The emphasis in Sierra Leone on TEE is certainly in the 
right direction in a country where only a very small number 
of people can enter full-time formal theological studies. 
(As in 1982, only some 350 students were enrolled in full- 
time theological studies.) 


Conclusion 


There is hope for the future of theological education in the 
WAATI region. Standards are generally high. With WAATI en- 
couragement, institutions lower down should be lifted up. 
Research by WAATI member institutions into alternative forms 
of ministry and ministerial formation, as well as projects 
like the Bible Commentary for Africa, Christian Education 
Textbook, and the West African Church History projects are 
healthy factors. The emphasis on TEE and talks about spe- 
cialization in research and library development should all 
lead to improved theological education in the region. 
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BIBLE SCHOOLS IN AFRICA 
Anza Lema 


Throughout Africa, Bible schools have long played an important 
role in the development of the church. Evangelists and lay 
preachers, so vital in mission outreach, have received their 
training in these schools. Nowadays, together with theological 
seminaries and extension centres, they continue to participate in 
many aspects of Christian training. More numerous than the semi- 
naries, they are also more accessible to the laity, especially in 
rural areas. Their approach is less formal, and their require- 
ments in educational standards less rigid. With few exceptions, 
they are founded and run by single denominations. 


The schools are residential and the training courses offered may 
range from brief weekend programs to training schemes of several 
years. For example, in the Lutheran Bible schools in Tanzania, a 
normal course lasts two years, but evangelists receive an addi- 
tional year's training, and parish workers two years. Further 
training is later offered to mature evangelists, who then become 
deacons, fulfilling a similar role to that of pastors. 


Functions 


The purposes for which Bible schools are used vary greatly from 
one region to another and from one church to another. Some empha- 
size the spiritual development of individual Christians, some the 
equipping of the laity for ministry, and some the training of or- 
dinands. Many combine all these three functions. 


Programs 


The content of Bible school courses depends on the purpose of the 
course, the ability of the students and instructors, and the tra- 
ditions of the church sponsoring the school. 


Those courses offered to deepen the Christian faith and strength- 
en Christian living of individual church members are short, and 
concentrate basically on Bible study, hymn-singing, prayer and 
preaching. They aim at helping people to respond more meaningful- 
ly to the gospel message and live it out in their own environ- 
ment. 


Many Bible schools lay a special emphasis on the training of lay 
members for ministry. Luther's doctrine of the priesthood of all 
believers implies that all baptized Christians have a duty to 
proclaim the Word. But to make sure of the potential of their 
members, the churches must ensure that they are equipped to carry 
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out their responsibility effectively. Bible schools have fre- 
quently been used in this way, as are also Christian lay centres 
in many different African countries. 


As the name "Bible school" implies, most programs center on actu- 
al teaching of the Bible, the one essential textbook for their 
courses. The traditions of the sponsoring church and of the Bible 
School staff determine the approach followed, but it is generally 
a more evangelical/fundamentalist one. An all too common fault is 
to stress the absorption of as great a quantity of biblical mate- 
rial as possible, with the memorization of stories, facts and key 
verses, a process which may focus on trivial details at the ex- 
pense of meaning. More satisfactory are courses where facts are 
taught in relation to meaning, where the gospel is the focal 
point from which other writings are interpreted. Learners may al- 
So be taught to use the Bible for themselves, for individual 
reading, for group discussion and for worship. A fully satisfac- 
tory analytical presentation of the Bible is, however, frequently 
precluded by the very short duration of many Bible school cours- 
es. 


Relationship with Theological Seminaries and Theological 
Education by Extension 


In most African countries, there were Bible schools before there 
were theological colleges, but in the course of time quite a num- 
ber of these schools were themselves developed into seminaries, 
thus losing much of their function of lay training, and becoming 
almost exclusively engaged in the training of pastors. This proc- 
ess still continues, but on the other hand there is meanwhile a 
Steady increase in the number of Bible schools, functioning in 
traditional ways. 


In some cases these Bible schools, in addition to training the 
laity, also train ordinands in "crash" courses, at less expense 
than the theological colleges. As most Bible schools are spon- 
sored and run by individual churches, whereas many theological 
colleges are joint institutions, there may in these cases be a 
conflict of interests, especially in the allocation of funds to 
the two types of institution. With the continued strain on church 
finances because of rapidly increasing costs, many churches may 
well prefer to concentrate on their own Bible schools as being 
less expensive to,run and less dependent on foreign or state re- 
sources. 


The links between Bible schools and Theological Education by Ex- 
tension are more readily discernible. In some instances T.E.E. 
courses have been initiated by Bible schools, as in Choma in Zam- 
bia. In other cases, the extension scheme may be regarded in it- 
self as a kind of non-residential Bible school, like the 
"Spiritual Revival Bible School" run from Nairobi for African In- 
dependent Churches in Kenya. T.E.E. like Bible schools, has a very 
flexible approach and needs not adhere to high standards of for- 
mal education, it being recognized that African culture tradi- 
tionally esteems maturity and experience in service to the church 
more than academic achievement. The emphasis, like that of Bible 














Schools, is frequently on actual biblical teaching. T.E.E. could 
be regarded as a more mobile, more accessible type of Bible 
school, where students are not isolated from their own environ- 
ment during training. It is indeed surprising that Bible schools 
are not used more widely than they are in conjunction with exten- 
sion courses. 


The Future of Bible Schools 


From present trends, it seems certain that Bible schools in their 
traditional form will continue to play a role in Christian Educa- 
tion at all levels in African churches, particularly in the rural 
areas. Additional schools continue to be founded by almost all 
denominations in response to the challenges of current church 
growth. As yet, however, they are far from being sufficient in 
number for more than a tiny percentage of church members to bene- 
fit from them. It is possible that, as T.E.E. courses multiply 
and running expenses of residential Bible schools increase, a 
closer relationship may be established between the two types of 
training. A supplementary role for Bible schools may be the pro- 
vision of resource materials, as in the very successful AEBICAM 
(Association of Evangelical Bible Institutes and Colleges in Af- 
rica and Madagascar) project, TEXT-Africa. Bible schools can also 
provide, when opportunity allows, a place where extension stu- 
dents may gather for brief periods in a learning atmosphere. It 
seems likely that many diversified forms of training in Bible 
schools will continue well into the foreseeable future.

stitutions and facilities; d) to stimulate discussion and in- 
depth study of current theological issues and events affecting 
Christian institutions; e) to stimulate activities of theological 
nature directed towards the better understanding and practicing 
of the Christian faith in a relevant way in Africa." 


Further the ACACTI constitution states: "The complexities of the

der to foster a higher sense of stewardship, avoid duplication of 
activities and promote sharing of ideas, resources, experience 
and, where possible, personnel. The Association of Central Afri- 
can Christian Training Institutions is formed to achieve such co- 
operation, sharing, and coordination of training of the people of 














God as a whole, in order to promote a relevant understanding and 


practicing of the Christian faith in Central Africa."

ASATI came to life in 1961, encouraged and financially 
assisted by the former TEF and its present successor 

PTE. Its purpose is to "deal with any matters pertaining 
to Christian theology and ministry, to meet periodically 
for fellowship, and for sharing of experience in the field 
of theological education in Southern Africa." 
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Membership is open to institutions engaged in training for 
the ordained ministry and/or post-ordination training, as 
well as to University Departments of Theology, and individ- 
ual members. Geographically, ASATI covers the Republic of 
South Africa, Botswana, Namibia, Lesotho, Malawi, and 
Zimbabwe. 


ASATI conducts seminars and consultations annually or every 
18 months for the staff of its member institutions that in- 
clude educational programs and evaluations of ministerial 
training objectives, and the elaboration of new projects. 


The National Committee on Theological Education (NCTE) This com- 
mittee Ts instrumental in Tinking e eoTogical institutions 
with the South African Council of Churches (SACC), and facilitat- 
ing closer and fruitful relationships (2 representatives of each 
of the churches belonging to SACC sit on this committee.) 


ASATI/NCTE/SACC projects, or projects supported by them 

In cTose associakTon Rete S SACRE Supported by TEF 
(now PTE), have initiated and operated many projects. One of 
the first was to establish a diploma course with a prescribed 
syllabus and common examinations, administered by a joint 
board. 


Refresher courses are conducted periodically by SACC. Clinical 
pastoral education programs are being carried out on a regular 
basis. The latter project was launched by Lutherans at Mapumulo 
Theological Seminary and developed by ecumenical bodies. 


A National Internship Training Programme (IT) was set up in 1975 
o ensure that students" internships are organized in a meaning- 
ful and broadly ecumenical manner, be it in urban or rural areas, 
and that they be accompanied by qualified supervisors. 


Recently there has been created an Institute for Contextual The- 
ology that will operate initially over a period of five years, 
orth an evaluation of all its activities after a time span of 
three years. Its program will include interdisciplinary semi- 
nars, workshops and consultations on issues and problems inherent 
in contemporary history, and relating to the society and the 
life of the church in a given sociopolitical and economical con- 
text. Field work and research at grassroot level, teaching and 
training, and scholarship facilities are some of the emphases the 
organizers propose. Thefinstitute will seek cooperation with oth- 
er ecumenical bodies.

The Association, which was founded in 1960, covers Ethiopia, 
Kenya, Sudan, Tanzania, Uganda, and Zambia. There are 23 
member institutions, including the Departments of Religious 
Studies in Nairobi and Makerere Universities, and in Kenyatta 
University College, Nairobi. Two of the member institutions 
are Lutheran. The latest member institution is the East Af- 
rica Association for Theological Education by Extension, 
whose headquarters is at P.0.Box 189, Embu. 


The aims of the Association, as stated in the Constitution, 
are "to promote Christian fellowship, foster the study of 
theology, improve the standards and methods of education for 
the Christian ministry in Eastern Africa, and provide a forum 
for discussion and exchange of information." 


One of the first ventures of the Association was to establish 
a Diploma in Theology. This was later taken over by Makerere 
University. In 1977, a B.D. program was launched, and the 
first graduation took place in 1980. In 1983, three institu- 
tions are participating in this program: St. Paul's, 

Limuru, Kenya; Mekane Yesus Seminary, Addis Ababa; and Bishop 
Tucker College, Mukono, Uganda. 


The Association holds annual Staff Institutes at which a sub- 
ject of interest to theological colleges is discussed over a 
period of three days. A further two days are devoted to dis- 
cussing the business of the Association. These annual meet- 
ings are attended by over fifty teachers from theological 
colleges. The Association also sponsors occasional confer- 
ences of theological students. 


The Association publishes a Newsletter about ten times a year 
in which matters of interest to member institutions are dis- 
cussed.

The association has been active since 1973 in the Anglophone 
West African countries - Ghana, Liberia, Nigeria, Sierra 
Leone, and in the Western part of Caméroun. 


One reason for developing WAATI degree and diploma programs 
was that the West African universities could not provide the 
kind of academic and practical leadership training to enable 
people to carry out the tasks in the pastoral ministry. WAATI 
is concerned both with reaching and maintaining high academic 
standards in the theological member seminaries and with 
developing "alternative patterns of ministry and ministerial 
formation."

It is hoped that student enrolment will gradually reach 160. 
The courses offered prepare students for M.Div. and M.Th.

national levels. Africans will be trained for ministry and 
teaching, research, and in the art of writing, to equip them 
for assignments in urban congregations and post-secondary 
theological schools.
